POTTERY PROJECT UF TONIGHT 


The BoarOf Trade Will Make a 


Proposition. 


LETTERS CAME FROM LIVERPOOL 


Giving Details of the Business and Why the 


Company Desires to Move—An- 


other Bidder. 


The board of trade will meet this 


evening for the purpose of consider- 
ing the offer of an East Liverpool pot- 
tery company to locate in Coshocton. 
A proposition will be prepared and 
forwarded to the parties who are be- 
hind the plan to erect a five kiln 
plant in this place. , 


The board has money, but whether 


it has enough to swing the project in 
hand remains to be seen. The East 
Liverpool folks want a given amount 
and promise a five kiln pottery with 
four decorating kilns if it is given 
them. They say another town is 
after the industry, and its proposition 
is even better than that of Coshocton. 
But the natural advantages of this 
place are such that they are willing 


to concede the points in question and 
come here if the bonus is what they 
ask.

The company will move because the 


plant it now operates is too small for 
its business. The plant is so located 
that it cannot be extended except at 
an expense not deemed justifiable. In 
order to take advantage of the splen- 
did trade now being done in domestic 
ware the company must place- an- 
other plant in'operation at the earli- 
est possible day- It will require some 
time to construct the buildings and 
kilns and place the machinerj, mak- 
ing the projectors anxious to begin at 
once. 


The board has a splendid -location 


for a pottery. The land consists of 
almost four acres between the Wheel- 
ing and Pan Handle tracks. The deep 
gulley will serve as a dumping ground, 
and-shipping facilities for the ' two 
lines will be all that can be asked. •' 


It is not known what proposition 


the board will- decide upon at its 
meeting this evening! but the mem- 
bers mean business and want to neep 
the ball rolling at its highest speed. 
An industry paying- $10,000 a month 
to 225 employes would be a neat pres- 
ent for the new city of Coshocton.

Representatives of 
the company 


were in conference with the commis-! 
sioners at the courthouse Monday and 
Tuesday, and Tuesday evening the 
franchise was signed by the commis- 
sioners. A meeting of the company 
will be held in Newark Thursday for j 
the purpose of deciding whether the 
grant will be accepted. 


The franchise provides that the line j 


shall be built from the point where 
the road from Dresden crosses the 
county ;line .'.along- the county road 
through Conesyille, Franklin and Ros- 
cpe to the Coshccton city boundary.5 
As far'as'possible the track must be! 
laid op dheside of the road,and where' 
it is necessary tq occupy the center of j 
the highway the work must be subject 
to the will of the commissioners. 


The track is to be standard gauge 


and the rails not less than 45 pounds i 
to the yard. Modern cars are to be! 
used, and the company must not oper- 
ate them by-steam or horse power, j 
The fare is to be two cents a mile, but j 
the company is not compelled to take' 
a fare of Jess than live cents. 
Work ' 


must-be commenced before January 1, 
1902, 
and the road is to be in opera-! 


tion not later than December 31 of 
the same year. 


All crossings are to be 25 feet wide j 


and put in and maintained by the: 
company. If it is necessary to widen j 
culverts along the route the work is;

franchise is the bridges the line will, 
cross. The grant provides that all 
bridges are to be used except three,!

London, April 3—"The Chinese ex-

"The south- 
ern viceroys and governors are in 
censed and threaten rebellion if the 
court yields. The northern Chinese 
are most ignorant and indifferent. The 
Tartar general at Feng Tien, Manchu- 
ria, ha* Issued a proclamation assur- 
ing the people that the Russian occu- 
pation is only temporary." 


Chinese Robbers Routed. 


Tien Tsin, April 3.—U Hung Chang, 


With his bodyguard, is returning to 
Shanghai. Ho is Indisposed. Steam- 
ers are detained at his disposal, and 
he is expected to arrive here Thurs- 
day. A company of Germans defeated 
1,000 Chinese robbers March 31, seven 
miles north of Tien Tsin. killing 11 
and wounding 50. It is reported that 
a doren foreigners were co-operating 
with the robbers. The Germans cap- 
tured 30 carte and a gun. 


The Motive. 


Paris, April 3.—It is asserted here 


on responsible authority that the 
Yang Tse viceroys, who, since last 
summer, have been under financial 
obligations to England, ^ have energet- 
ically renewed their protest against 
the signing of the Manchurian con- 
vention, and that Japan and England 
are both going to great lengths in 
their efforts to secure its rejection. 


In Wisconsin. 


Milwaukee, April 3. —- County elec- 


tions were held throughout the state 
and nearly all the cities and towns 
elected tickets. As a rule party lines 
were eliminated. Joshua Eric Dodge 
was elected to the supreme bench 
without opposition. Pour nonpartisan 
judges were elected in Milwaukee 
county. 


In Arkansas. 


Little Rock, April 3.—Municipal 


elections were held throughout the 
state, and in nearly every case where 
party lines were drawn the Demo- 
cratic nominees were elected. In Little 
Rock Mayor W. R. Duley (Dem.) was 
re-elected by a large majority over 
B W. Perrin (Ind.). 


Texas Elections. 


Houston, Tex., April 3.—Municipal 


elections were held throughout Texas. 
J. A. Wilkins was elected mayor of 
Brenham for the seventh consecutive 
term of two years without opposition. 
R. B. White (Dem.) was elected may- 
or of Austin, where the hottest fight 
in the state was made.

Council Brought to Time. 


Kansas City, April 3.—At a meeting 


of the city council in Kansas City, 
Kan., some measures granting valua- 
ble franchises to the Metropolitan 
Street Railway company were up for 
consideration. The balconies were 
crowded with citizens and ropes were 
in evidence. Action on the measures 
was deferred. The protesting citizens 
compelled each councilman to stand 
on a table and swear that he would 
vote against the granting of the fran- 
chises, and the mayor was forced to 
swear that he would veto the meas- 
ures if passed. 


Venezuelan Muddle. 


Port of Spain, April 3.—President 


Castro of Venezuela is personally hos- 
tile to Mr. Loomis because the latter 
has protested strongly against the 
nonpayment of large sums due to 
Americans after the president has sol- 
emnly promised to pay the Americans 
before any other foreign claims. But 
Mr. Loomis discovered that the presi- 
dent was paying German claims se 
cretly, thus violating his promise and 
evading the terms of the agreement, 
which called for the payment of the 
American claims. 


Disorders In Russia. 


London, April 3.—A Vienna corre- 


spondent, reviewing the Russian polit- 
ical situation, takes a serious view of 
it, believing the first symptom of far- 
reaching revolutionary movements are 
confirmed by the representation of 
sanguinary disturbances in Dialystok, 
where there is no university. The dis- 
orders there, in his opinion, show that 
the rioting is no longer confined to 
students.
